The President of the Columbus Branch NAACP will 
present Mayor Tom Moody with a proclamation at noon 
Thursday declaring ‘the civil rights organization 
continuing struggle to bring about equality and equity for 
all American citizens in the city. 


Tom Fullove said the proclamation will be presented to 
Moody in the mayor's office. Also, the state chapter of the 
NAACP. will present Gov. Jim Rhodes a_ similar 
proclamation at noon on Thursday at the Statehouse. 

The proclamations are part of a national observance by 
the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People of the 1954 Supreme Court decision in Brown vs. 
the Board of Education. The decision led to 
desegregation in public areas throughout the country. 


State and local officials:across the nation, along with 
President Jimmy Carter and members of Congress, will 
be ‘handed proclamations which reaffirm the NAACP's 
commitment to equality, according to Benjamin L. Hooks,

The Columbus proclamation reads in part: “We hereby 
prociaim May. 17 (the date of the Supreme Court decision) 
asa day for all.citizens:to rededicate themselves to.the 
ideals and principles of equality and justice particularly at 
a time when this nation should be attempting to transfer 


the noble pronouncement of Brown into realities. 

“We further call upon all elected officials and citizens to 
exert active individual leadership:in making equality a 
reality for all Americans. This leadership action should 
include an. objective analysis of the existing quality of 
education in all communities, and specific steps, time 
tables and funding sources to implement effective public 
education which was clearly the foundation of the Brown 
decision.” . 

Proclamation presentations are also planned in other 
areas of the country. Expected to draw considerable 
attention are presentations in Washington, D.C), 
Columbia, S.C., and Topeka, Kansas. 

In Washington, NAACP officials are expected to 
present Mayor Marion Berry with a proclamation, then 
form for march to Capital Hill where several members of 
congress will receive similar présentations.

Florence Richardson Sure 
To Spark Some Memories 


During NBA Championship

When the National 
Bowling Association holds 
its 38th Annual Champion- 
ship Tournament in 
Columbus, May 16-27, 
there will be many old 
timers who will remember 
some of the great women 
bowlers from our city. One

Mrs. Richardson made 
national headlines in. the 
NBA circuit when she won 
the Brunswick Match 
Game Singles at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, in March, 1959 
from a field of some of the 
best black women bowlers 
in America. “This was my 
greatest pride in winning 
the Brunswick Match 
Game Singles,’ Mrs. 
Richardson said. 

Using a point -system, 
Mrs. Richardson had to 
bow! for three days before 
reaching the finals. Her 
final match was against 
Mrs. Gloria Hurd of Cleve- 
land. When they started 
their last two games, Mrs 
Hurd won the first one by 
two pins, 161 to 159. In the 
final game, Florence shot 
past Gloria 204 to 167 to 
win_on.total points of 66.29 
to 65.19 and the $500.00 
first place money 

To prove she was no fly 
by night bowler, Florence 
returned to Cleveland in 
November, 1959, to win a 
special Women's Singles at 
the United Recreation Cen- 
ter with games of 204-231- 
201 for 636 actual pins and 
690-with-handicap. 

Where and when did Mrs. 
Richardson learn how to 
bowl? 

“Most of my bowling 
experience started be-twen 
1946 to 1969," she said. “All 
of this experience was at 
Vermount Lanes (located 
on Mt. Vernon Ave.) and for 
a few years our league 
moved to Arena Lanes (on 
East Main Street),” she 
added 

Once Florence got 
hooked on bowling she 
jumped right into the fight 
to help other women to 
organize the Lotus League, 
the first known sanctioned 
black league in Columbus 
for women.

Franklin County 
grand jury as reported last 
week in The CALL & POST, 
began hearing evidence in 
the murder case of Dr. 
Walter T. Bond this week. 

Bond,. a prominent 44 
year old black physician, 
was gunned down gang- 
style outside his offices, 
3445 E. Livingston Ave. 
Halloween Eve, 1977. 

Although the office of 
County Prosecutor George 
Cc. -Smith, refused to 
confirm orto deny it, Ralph 
F. DeLeo, the alleged hired 
hit man is among those 
scheduled to testify during 
the grand jury hearing. 

DeLeo, who is reported 
to be an escaped convict 
from Massachusetts, -is

County Jail on a robbery 
conviction. He was 
sentenced to serve seven to 
25 years. after pleading 
guilty to robbing the City 
National Bank, 3200 €E. 
Broad St., March 11 last 
year. 


DeLeo, who is said to 
have. strong ties with 
organized crime in the 
East, reportedly led ‘police 
to the spot where the .38 
caliber revolver that was 
used in the Bond killing 
was planted in Alum Creek 
just South of Broad St. 

He is also said to have 
linked a prominent white 
physician to the assassina- 
tion of the popular black 
physician. And according 
to a reliable CALL & POST 
source, DeLeo has con- 
fessed to being the hired 
killer had murdered Bond 
and has implicated a 
prominent white physician 
as the payoff man. 

The CALL & POST, it 
maybe recalled, reported 
in its Sept. 2, 1978 edition, 
that a persistent anonym- 
ous source insisted that a 
d~yreny- prominent. waite 
physician” was linked to 
the bizarre murder of Bond. 

A week later, another 
anonymous caller who 
identified himself only as a 
“white man,” tied a second 
professional white man to 
the killing.

Although Deleo was 
expected to appear before 
the grand jury late 
Wednesday or early 
Thursday, indictments may 
not come until sometime 
Friday or early next week, 
The CALL & POST learned.

On May 17, 1954, the Supreme Court of 
the United States, handed down its ruling 
in the now famous case of Brown vs. 
Board of Education of Topeka. There had 
been a number of cases’ that preceded 
this one that had made it possible for the 
nation’s highest tribunal to render its 
sweeping decision. 

Eventually, this decision reached 
Cleveland and, the issue of school dese- 
gregation in our public schools landed in 
our federal court. 

For over three years now Judge Frank 
J. Battisti, who is hearing the Cleveland 
desegregation case, has become more 
and more the determining factor in the 
operationabe:” ~ slic schools. j 

The desegregation case has become a 
big dividing factor in the city. The Cleve- 
land Board of Education has stumbled 
and fumbled over operational policies, 
while its lawyers appeal more.and more of 
Judge Battisti’s decisions and directives. 

The financial conditions of the public 
school system have gone from bad to 
worse, while Judge Battisti’s actions have 
cost the nearly bankrupt school ‘budget 
over a million dollars in legal and admi- 
nistrative fees.

Lottery Digit Runners? 


State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson, who has 
never professed to have any real love for the 
Ohio Lottery Commission, has raised an inter- 
esting question relative to the daily numbers 
game slated to begin this year. 

“Ferguson has asked Ohio's Attorney Gen- 
eral William (Billie) Brown to issue a legal 
opinion concerning the use of “runners” to 
collect bets and to make large ticket pur- 
chases from a licensed lottery agent. 

He told Brown that hé has learned from talk- 
ing with neighboring state lottery officials that 
“a main ingredient to the successful Operation 
of their daily numbers game is the utilization 
of a person, or persons to collect bets and to 
make large ticket purchases from a licensed 
lottery agent.” - 

“Such a person in gambling parlance is a 
runner, or a numbers runner.” A more.com- 
mon term among numbers racketeers and 
players, is “pick up man,” or “pickup person." 

Al any rate, Ferguson said the “practice of a 
particular person acting as a bet collector ata 
plant, or business, or a public agency, or a tav- 
ern, who, in~turn, purchases daily lottery 
tickets bearing his ‘client's’ chosen number,

Before telling..us why Chicago. can't 
desegregate its public schools, however, 
the intrepid Mr. Royko first reminds us 
that he is no,racist, no klansman, in fact 
that bricks were thrown through his win- 
dows during the glory days of the civil 
rights movement. 

Nonetheless, he would like to know 
from Califano how Chicago is to desegre- 
gate a public school system which is 
already 80% black or minority. Eighty per- 
cent into twenty percent won't go, get it? 
There ain’t enough whites to go around. 

Well, | think | get it, but Mr. Royko’s 
argument.misses.the mark. Let us agree. 
the issue is not now nor was it ever one of 
placing X numbers of white students in 
classrooms with X numbers. of black stu- 
dents. At least this was never the issue for 
black parents. 

The economic clout of whites; it was 
rightly held, could be challenged only 
through a system of education which 
assured blacks equal access to quality 
education. But education -- ask any poor 
white -- is itself a creature of economic 
forces. 

Economic clout determines the intel- 
‘tectual and moral tone of the American 
society and all its institutions: (Ask the

blacks can lock themselves productively 
into the economic life of the country, they 
will continue to be an “oppressed” 
minority.

‘Elijah’ Performance 
Marks Epoch In Music

The Sunday evening per- 
formance of the oratorio 
“Elijah” at St. Joseph 
Cathedral marked an 
epoch in the history of 
Columbus. 

If you were there con- 
sider yourself blessed, for 
the young. conductor, 


Michael Frazier, energetic 
and dedicated musician 
gave his all and was 
recompensed with some of 
the most perfect, cohesive 
harmony ever heard 
locally. 

The beautiful and impos- 
ing St. Joseph Cathedral 
was more than crowded. It 
was packed. Music lovers 
of all races sat in the pews, 
on the floors, stood around 
the walls and crowded th 
doorways. 

They even satin the great 
organ baicony. Many were 
unable to get inside the 
doors and were turned 
away. 

They heard a magnifi- 
cent presentation. An ora- 
torio is musical. Soloists, 
symphonic orchestras and 
choirs are used to tell a 
story, dramatically, but 
without acting» The subject 
is usually taken from the 
Holy Scriptures, but the 
theme may deviate slightly. 
Oratorios were first pres- 
ented in Rome during the 
latter part of the 16th 
century. 

“Elijah" had incompara- 
ble soloists for the history 
making event. Father Allan 
R. Wentt, baritone, was 
Elijah, a prophet for the 
Lord: Wiliam Thomas, Jr., 
tenor, was. Obadiah. (ser- 
vant to King Ahab and also 
friend to Elijah, who also 
sang the part of the youth 
watching for the rain 
clouds); Eunice Givens 
Monroe, soprano, as the 
widow who fed the prophet 
her last loaf of bread; Doris 
Mayes, mezzo soprano as 
Queen Jezebel, and 
Carolyn Brown Mitchell, 
soprano, as the angel of 
God. 

Even as | write this | feel 
some of-the fervor, inten- 
sity, power and other emo- 
tions that were so evident 
in the portrayal of “Elijah.” 
The soloists seemed to lose 
their own identity and take 
on their separate charac- 
ters as they sang the indi- 
vidual parts. The music was 
tremendous in growth as 
an emerging country, as 
indeed it was to those that 
were present. 


The Columbus Sym- 
phony Youth Orchestra 
was: sensitive to the baton 
of the conductor and pro- 
duced excellent music. The 
sound of each instrument 
was united in harmony, 
then again their notes 
formed different chords, 
separated by wide inter- 
vals, joined again as the 
composition moved on.
